Flea Market Chairman Lew, KIAZE, gave a short talk on the 
upcoming event for newer members, who might not have been familiar 
with the event. A sign-up sheet was also passed around for those who 
were to be available to help at the Oct. 27 event. 
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Two-hour shifts are planned and setup is also planned the day 
before, Oct. 26 at 1:30 p.m. Setup this year included moving a consi- 
derable amount of equipment which was donated to the club. Food will 
again be provided by the Downtown Deli. 


At the Flea Market Lew was also to have made 1984 repeater maps 
available at a reduced cost. They are still available and anyone who 
is interested can contact hin. 


With this finished, Ed, WINXC, head of the volunteer examiner 
team, gave a talk on the upcoming test session. 


Walk-ins exam takers will be permitted, but pre-registrants will 
receive priority. Ed also reminded the us that exam applicants must 
bring their original license to the test session, as well as photo 
identification and a photocopy of their license. This information is 
required by the Federal Communications Commission rules governing 
exams. 


As usual, the meeting began with an introduction of new people, 
and the passing of the sign-in sheet. However, this month the sign-in 
sheet was somewhat different. It included an entry for ARRL membership 
status. This was done in order to update the club’s membership list. 


You see, the club is required to have 50 percent ARRL membership 
for Special Service Club (SSC) requalification. FARA became an SSC 
last year. ARRL membership forms were made available at the meeting.

Marc, also club activities officer, then talked about some 
upcoming activities. For example, participation in the Section 
Emergency Test was planned. (KBIPA, section emergency coordinator, 


later canceled the event because of the real thing when Gloria hit.) 
This was to have been the first time that we have participated in this 
event. 


Another planned event is the sweepstakes in November. Marc passed 
around a sign-up sheet for the two days of operation. Modes will be CW 
and phone on two separate weekends. 


Beginning in November, a new event will be added to the FARA 
activities calendar, regularly scheduled breakfast or lunch at a local 
restaurant. This event will be much like the “repeater breakfasts" of 
a few years ago. It will be held two weeks after the monthly meeting 
at the Downtown Deli. More information will follow soon. 


After this presentation, Bob Gettys, NIBRM, RAIN Net manager and 
active public service operator, thanked Wayne Ledder, WIEWL, and Paul 
Swenson, KAIGLB, for the assistance with the weather net during the 
hurricane. 
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Also at the meeting, Ken MacKeil, KAIMLB, Richard Cosma and Ron 
Vanosdol were voted in as members. The latter two are currently 
attending Novice classes. 


Skip Flem, WAlQDY, announced there will be a demonstration of the 
Commodore C64 computer and its uses in Amateur Radio. This will be 
held at the public library on Oct. 24. 


The meeting was followed by a film and the hospitality committee 
did it again with their baked goods.

Recipe Box 
Orange Kiss-Me Cake 
All ingredients should be at room temperature 
Grind: 1 large orange, pulp and rind (reserve juice for topping) 
with 1 cup raisins and 1/3 cup walnuts 
Sift: 2 cups sifted Pillsbury flour 
l tsp. soda —- 1 tsp. salt -— 1 cup sugar 
Add: 1/2 cup shortening 
3/4 cup milk 
Beat for 2 minutes or 300 strokes, until the batter is well 
blended. (With electric mixér at low speed; them-beat at medium-- 
speed for minute.) 
Add: 2 eggs, beaten 
1/4 cup milk 
Beat for 2 minutes 
Fold: orange-raising, nut mixture into batter 
Pour into well-greased and lightly floured 13x9 pan 
Bake in moderate oven ~- 350 -- for 40 to 50 minutes. 


Orange Nut Topping 

Drip: 1/3 cup orange juice over a warm cake 

Combine: 1/3 cup sugar - 1 tsp. cinnamon ~- 1/4 cup chopped 
walnuts. Sprinkle over cake. Decorate with orange slices. 


Cake may be baked in 2 8 or 9 inch layer pays at 350 for 35 to 45 
min. (To save a few calories, cut the topping recipe in half after 
sprinkling 1/3 cup of orange juice over the cake. Also, one can 
bake two cakes at once and use the one topping for both.)

1 stick or marg. or butter 1 cup sugar 

2 eggs 1-3/4 cup flour (sifted) 
1 tsp. baking soda pinch of salt 

l cup sour cream 4 tbsp. cocoa 

1 tsp. vanilla 
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Mix the dry ingredients in a bowl and put bowl aside. In second, large 
bowl, beat margarine and sugar until light and fluffy. Add eggs and 


mix further. Then, add dry ingredients and sour cream alternately to 
beaten mixture, until all is well blended (add a little water if 
mixture is too heavy or dry). Add vanilla. Pour into a greased 9-inch 


tube pan and place in a preheated 350 oven. Bake for 40 minutes or 
until done. Check at 35 minutes.

"The Greater Framingham Red Cross Chapter would like to extend 
its appreciation for a job well done during Hurricane Gloria. Even 
though the five communities served by the Chapter were spared the full 
brunt of the  storn, the need for auxiliary communications was 
important for a smooth relief operation. 


"During the storm the Greater Framingham Chapter opened 3 large 
shelters: one each in Framingham, Ashland and Holliston, aided by the 
Framingham Net Communications. Our Red Cross Command Center on 278 
Union Avenue, Framinghan, was able to be in constant communications 
with each of the three shelters. Public telephone service was almost 
impossible. 


"This emergency reinforced our belief in the important role 
played by the Amateur Radio operators in our community.
